Jue manner in which China has hitherto 
contrived to keep .out of the difficulties 
created by the war has heen no Jess gratify- 
ing than ‘surprising, That it was to her 
“own interest to preserve neutrality there 
could:be no question, and, that she should 
do so, was equally to’ the interests of 
foreign nations. Had China been com- 
gelled to take a side-either one way or 
the other—wide-spread complications must 
inevitably have arisen ; and there cau be 
no doubt that every attempt was made by 
Russia to force the Chinese “iiito what 
would have been a cardinal mistake on 
their part and would have worked admirably 
into the hands of that nation. ‘The position 
of the Chinese was by no weans gn enviable 
“one, aud it must have required an unusual 
amount of tact and firninesa on the part 
of the Central authorities to prevent some 


hasty act on the part of oue or other of + 
local officials which might, have’ dragged 
the Empire into hostilities. The difficulty 
was from the first apparent to all acquainted 
‘with the peculiar. relations between the | 
Inperial and ‘Provincial ‘authorities, ard 
the trouble which the former have at all 
times to restrain outbursts of popular 
feeling. "No doubt both these elements 
have ut times Teen exaggernted, and” have 
been made the excuse alike for’ wrongful 
action and equally weongful inaction on 
_ many occasions, But that these difficulities 
do exist lo a considerable extent there cm be 
nodoubt. The Provincial authorities, while 
nominally completely subservient to Peking, \ 


are often prone to take action on their 
own initiative, nnd in times of pressure, there 
is always a danger of their getting out of 
hand; and the same want. of subordination 
is to be found on wccasion amongst the 
wasses, Bir Tomas Wane once observed 
that, allhough the Chinese appeared to be 
under the most absolute form of govern- 
ameut, there was really’ no nation so demo- 
cratic China. | With 
things to deal with, 
ensy. task to hold the people in order; and 
the difficulty which thus existed was greatly 
increased by the fact that Russia was only 
too unxious from the first to draw China in, 
and, BS events progressed, this desire was 


RS such a state -of 


rather increased than: diminished—though 
later on, na doubt, Russia had cause to con- 
gratulate herself that her utiempts to foree 
the Chinese into declared hostility did not 
succeed. For this, however, she-had to 
thank good fortune: and welkadvised firm- 
ness on the put of China rather than her 
own notion, “ Pinch their tails en ugh and 
they will fight” was what waa said by 
a Russian Diplomatist referring. to tue 
Chinese shortly (efore the war broke out 
with Japan; and most certaiuly their tails 
were sufficiently pinched. The treatment 
they hud received trom the Russian soldicry 


4dwas not likely to be readily forgotten by 


the people; and the officials might easily 
have fallen into the error of thinking ‘that 
the opportunity of retaliation had arrived 
when Rassia waa face to fuce wilh an op- 
ponent such as Japan. 

Fortunately Cliina was level headed 
enough to see the advantage of remaining 
neutral, Tn way might fairly 
say: “A plague on both your houses,”

Russia continuing her quasi Protectorate, 
but real oceupation of the country; and if 
Japan pushed the, Russians back, she was 
after all only fighting the Chinese battle for 
them. Of course there was still the ques- 
tion of preventing the Japanese taking up 
an attitude which “would menace the 
integrity of China. The foar ‘of this had 
been from the first at the bittom of ber 
easy yielding to Russian aggression ; but in 


‘this respect the Chinese.are shrewd enough 


to know that the influence of foreign nations 
would probably be sufficiant to restrain 
| Japan,. while all past ‘experience showed 
that it was not sufficient.to restrain Russia. 

The wisdom of the course which’ was 
adopted cannot be doubted. Though . the 
task was by no meas an essy one, the 
Chinese have managed to escape the trap 
which in more ways than one was laid for 
them ; and so averted a spread of complica- 
tions which would have been far reaching 
in its effects, Had China been forced into 
the war, Russia would have had, what she 
manifestly desired, namely a ground ov 
which she could drig other Powers in, ‘It 
‘would bave become almost impossible for 
other nations to remain neutral.

_ THE PRIZE DISTRIBUTION BY HE. THE 
GOVERNOK, 


HLE. Sir Mattbow N.than, K.C.M.G., on 
Saturday distributed the prizes at St, Joseph's 
Collove. In addition to. the pupils, several 
ladies and gentlemen were presont, This was 
the first. prize distribution since 1898, The 
procesdings commenced with a chorus of boys 
singing “Welcome to: our Governor.” A 
couple of recitations and a vocul duet followed. 
The singing was -Insty. 


in June. It gave greater lutitude than the 
former code, as the ‘framing of a syllabus 
remninod in the hands of t.e-heads of an in- 
stitution provided ho" submitted it to the 
Inspoctor of Schools, It ald entrusted the 
head masters with the promotion of ‘the 
pupils from’ a lower,to a highor standard, 
[Phe report of the Inspector of Schools was 
fluttering in many instances, though it pointed 
out the'great difficulty of a marked success in 
the institution owing to the many classes of 
boyd: frequenting the school. They comprised 
a'most every nationality and every croud. During 
the year there was. an average attendance of 
947, and the school secured the highest grant 
obtainable according to the now Code, In the 
Oxford University Local Examinations the 
College presented six “boys in the Sevior 
division aud one in the Junior, The form-r six 
‘came ont snccessful, one having third class with 
honours, but the Junior failed. Out of four in 
the preliminary section three were auechastal, 
Two of the boys who passed the Senior division 
had gone to London to. pursue their University. 
studies. It was noticeable the boys in the 
Colony were rather ashamed to speak or show 
themselves in public; to combat this defect 
a stage, where a cer tuin number of boys hud to 
appear at the ent of each term, had been erect. 

ed, The system of weekly. reports continued to 
bea great source of emulation, and it was 
gratifying to see that most of the parents took 
a great interest in them. Other great means 
of emulation: were the monthly and quarterly 
exnminations, the results of which were sent to 
the boys’ parents. The pupils continued to 
tuke » great interest in military drill, but 
unfortnnately the master wax changed so often 
that it. was vathor diffionlt to arrivo at any kind 
of perfection, Cricket seemed to be the 
favourite sport of the, majority. A football 
team had been organised so as to participate in 
the: Hongkong. Schools’? Football League 
Competition ; but owing to the limited epace int 
the achoul's -play-ground the boys could hardly 
become very proficient. There were prospects, 
however, of having the grounds enlurged in the 
direction of Glencaly Ravine. The boys took 
a great interest in the Hongkong Shools 
Athletic Sports, and usually oarriod off 
a very high percentage of . bho prizes, 

They had to tender their ‘sincerast: thanks to 
HLE. Sir Matthew Nathan, K C.M.G., for so 
kindly coming to distribute the prizes and for

LAUNCH OF THE CRUISER 
“ BLACK PRINCE.” 
 —+ 
SPEECH BY LORD SELBORNE. 


One of the latest type of first-class armoured 
eruisera, the Black Prinee, took the water 
on 8th November from the works of the 
Thames Shipbuilding and Engincering Com- 
pany (Limited), Canning Town. The launching 
and christening of the ship were to bo dove by 
the Conntess of Selborne, wife of the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, who brought their 
eldest: bay, Visconnt , Woolmor, with. them. 


Others present were My, Hills, Chairman of | | 


the Thames Shipbuilding Company, and Mrs. 
IliNs, Lord Brassey. the Bishop of London, 
Admiral May, Controller of Navy Construction, 
Mr. Watts, Chief Naval Constrnetor, Sir W. H. 
White, Mr. W. J: Bull, M.P,, Commander 
Cruteliley, Secretary of the Navy League, Mr. 
MecCrow, and others, some hundreds of invited 
guests being. present. The religious ceremony 
prescribed for the launching of one. of the 
King’s ships of war was read by the Bishop of 
Barking, assisted by Caton Pelloy and Canon 
Buckley. Aftorwards a delay took place while 
‘the last of the supports were got away. 

Lady Selborne then ent the cord, which re- 
loaned a weight and knocked ont the dog-shore. 
Tho Countess also swung a hotile, hung by a 
parti-colonred ribbon from the cruiser’s stem, 
against the cutwater, smashing it, at the sume 

j ime naming tho vess«l the Black Prince, and 
wishing her and ‘her crew all good luck—a 
pretty ceremony gricefully performed, Almost 
at once the great. man-of-war began to move 
towards the water, which she entered with none 
of that greut displacement seen at laanches 
where there isfa wide river. 

In the mould room afterwards Mr. Hills 
proposed a vote of thanks to Lady Seatborno, 
and expressed the hope that the officers and 
crew of his Majesty's ship Black Prince would 
always oxhibit that spivit of chivalry for which 
tho Prince she was named after was famous, 
and never fire on an unarmed vessel or desort a 
sinking ship (cheers). 

The Earl of Selborne, replying‘ for the 
Countess, said that they were indehted to the 
firm for having asked them to that ceremony. 
Tt was a preat pride to Lady Selborne to lauuch 
that vessel. Ho congratulated the Company on 
the smoothness and success of the iaunch, and 
on having worked so mueh into the ship before 
she took the.water, He also congratulated Mr. 
Watts and Admiral May on the Jaunch of 
another ship of that remarkable class. Slie way 
® great advance in armoured cruisers, anil some 
of the uninitiated might say they did not know 
where the armoured cruiser ended ond the 
battleship began. h 
prosperous year. There had been a grad 
concentration of the shipbuilding trade’ in this 
country in certain centres, and it had been 
rather leaving than coming to the Thames. 
Personally, he should be ‘very sorry if the day 
came thal the Thamesceased to be a shipbuilding 
centre (hear, hear), ; 

Tho Black Prince is 0 first-class armoured 
erniser of the Duke of Edinburgh type, of which 
there are at prosent jn all six ander construction 
—two at the Royal Dockyard ut Pembroke and 
the remaining four at the yards of private 
contractors. The following are the dimensions 
of the vessels of this class:—Length, 460ft. 
between perpondiculars; extreme beam, 7sft. 
sin.; depth from. outer bottom to upper deck, 
40ft. 9in ; draught forward, 26ft. Gin. aft, 27ft. 
6in.; displacement, 13.660 tons. The i.h.p. of 
23,500 is, expected to give the shipaspeed of 
over 23 knots. ; 

‘The Black Prance has a complete armour-belt 
‘unning from stem -to stern, the thickness
